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FREFACE 


The following twenty-seven short readings and giossary 
are intended to augment the readings in our Literary Sinhala 
(South Asia Program and Department of Modern Languages and 
Linguistics, Corriell, 1974). These selections are intended to 
serve as further exemplification of the grammatical material 
in that text, largely as represented in contemporary prose of 
several styles, ranging from fiction to philosophical works 
(but excluding newspapers, for which we expect to: prepare 
special materials). Although brief, these selections should 
serve as useful supplemental material for the student wha has 
progressed to the last few lessons of Literar Sinhala, by 
furnishing further practice and a clearer nae ot e range 
of contemporary prose. 

Brief grammatical notes are given where necessitated by 
usages that are not covered in Literar Sinhala. A single 
consolidated glossary is given for all the selections, since 
this will simulate using a dictionary better than lesson-by- 
lesson glossaries will. Forms are glossed only if they do not 
appear in Literary Sinhala (or in Colloguial Sinhalese, which 
was a prerequisite to the latter). 

We would like to acknowledge the indispensable help given 
by Heloise Ferera, who typed the Sinhala, Gregory Pearson, who 
bore a great deal of the responsibility for the final format, 
ana Patricia Mason, who typed the English portion of the glossary. 

Thanks are once more-due to the Office of Education, who 
made this modest work financially possible, and especially 
to Mrs. Julia Petrov of that office.
